Haywood, secretary uf the Safe Deposit Com- 
pany, the former testifying that he has a de- 
posit there and the latter denying it. 

Afternoon Proceedings. 

At 3 o’clock this afternoon the taking of dep- 
Ositions bad not been resumed. It was 
deemed essential to examine Mr. 
Henry Gross, one of the present grand jurors, 
and a messenger was dispatchedin search of 
him. J. H. Dierberger, the assignee, will aiso 
be examined during the courseof the after- 
noon. When the commitment papers 
in the contempt case of J. Philip 
Krieger, Sr., are made out they will be 
turned over to the Sheriff, who will place the 
defendant under arrest, but from present indi- 
cations the writ ot habeas corpus will be sery- 
ed before the late president is committed to 
jail. It possible the contempt case will be ar- 
gued @-morrow. 

Goldsoll’s Depison Firm. 

It has already been lished that Goldsoll 
did business at Denison, Texas, under the 
firm name of M. Goldsoll & Co. Shortly after

to you. 
his increase in the consumption of ferment- 
ed malt liquors will please many, not interest- 
ed in their manufacture and sale, asa step in 
tne right direction towards rational temper- 
ance. The State Board ot Health of Massa- 
chusetts, in the tenth annual report, published 
in January last, say, under the head of ‘‘In- 
temperance:’’ ‘'‘A more severe public judg- 
went of drunkenness, in recent times, hus un- 
doubtedly tended to very much decrease its 
revalence; and it is generally believed that 
wht German beer is used more and 
more cach year, ut least in our 
State, to the exelusion of stronger 
liquors—a change which it is, of course, desir- 
ableto hasten by legislation, eo far as that 
cun be done, either by removal of restrictions 
on the gale of mild liquors, and beavilv taxing 
the stronger spirits, or by any otuer, just and 
proper means.’’ This is the reiterated public 
expression of men to whom the State of Massa- 
chusettshas committedthe general care for 
the health of her people. 

It must be admitted that in the State of Mas- 
sachusetts the liquor question has veen as 
inily discussed, and the various legal expedi- 
ents connected therewith have had as fair and 
fulla trial asin any other Stute of the Union. 
I ask your attention to a very instructive re- 
port of the results of an investigation relative 
to drunkennes and liquor selling under prohi- 
bition and license legislation, contained in the 
tenth annual reportofthe Mussachusetts bBu- 
reau of Statistics of Labor, issued as a public 
decument in January last. 

The vears 1874 and 1877 were selected for 
compalison because 1874 represented the last 
tull year under the operation of the prohibit- 
ory law and 1577 the last full year under the 
license law. ‘The advantages resulting from 
this selection of years, if any, are onthe side 
of the prohibitory law, zecause that law, in 
1874, had been in operation for a number of 
years, while the license jaw, in 1877, had only 
been in force a vear anda half. 

This is a total of 490 returns of 495 circulars 
of inquiry sent out. From tne information 
thus obtained and tabulated in detail in the 
report, the following totals are derived:

It will thus be seen that the number of arrests 
for drunkenness ‘nnder the operation of the li- 
cense law, during the year 1877, as compared 
to the probibitory year 1574, shows a aecrease 
ot fully 25 percent. In the number of convic- 
tions for drunkenness the difference in favor of 
the license year is at the sumerate. The num- 
ber of places where liquor was illegally sold 
under the prohibitory law of 1874 was larger 
by 326 thanthe number of places licensed in 
1877. Itis evident from these returns that the 
prohibitory law tailed to prohibit or even to 
reguiate the saie of liquor, while it is equally 
epparent thatthe license law, us a leg slative 


Incasure, not only regulates the sale of liguor | 


but decreases drunkenness. 

Whenever and wherever the temporary en- 
forcement 
ture und sale of such beverages has taken 
place, the cure, as far as the suppression of 
stiulantsis concerned, has generally proved 
worse than the disease. A recent address of 
Governor Garcelon before the Maine Tempe- 
rance Convention proves this fact in regard to 
that State. Governor Garcelon has been for 
many yeurs an eminent physician of large 
practice and a close observer of the habits of 
the peopie. He calieu attention to various 
kings of intemperance, which have gen- 
erally escaped the notice of reformers 
in that State. He spoke of the 
of tobacco as an increasing evil, especially 
among the young, and suid that, in addition 
to chewing and smoking, snuff-dipping was 
becoming prevalent, a tact of which many are 
ignorant und which excites surprise. The use 
of opiates, Governor Garcelon remarked, had 
increased to an alarming extent. Many aman, 
he said, hud appeared upon the stand advo- 
cating temporance, who bad in his pocket a 
bottle of laudanum or biack drops, which 
pp the way to an early grave. The liadies 
carry chloroform and ether to moisten 
the handk@gghief, with which to 
nilsy nervous excitenient. AS 4 
practicing plrysician and observer of human 
nature, he placed all these forms of intemper. 
ance inthe same, category with the intemper- 
ate use of spirituous liquors, all efywhich de3 
mand correction. < 

Of all drinks beer is best adapted as ‘a atimn- 
lating beverage for general consumption. It 
contains but asmallamount of aleohoi, anu 
combines with refreshing, animatang and 
thirst-quenching quahities the advantage that 
it possesses positive nutritive value. It is, ag 
the same time, 80 inexpensive that 
the iabcring classes can procure it without 
stinting themselvesin other necessaries. The 
nutritious value of beer, seemingly trifling 
when measured by the remaining uncouverted 
extract, is, in reality, of decided significance, 
as proven by experience. Accordingsto Ranke 
(Grundzuge der Physiologie), the nourishing 
quality ot beer ig mainly due tothe abundant 
presence of certain saits, which renger it one 
of the very best substitutes torthe extract of 
meat. The greaternumber ofthe charactcris- 
tic principles of one are found in the other,but 
it is mainly he large proportion 
of phosphate, ot potass (20 parts 
in 100 parts beer-asues, according to 
Mitscherlich), asalt which, as Ranke points 
out, constitutes the principal aetive ingredient 
in meat-broth, to which is due the decided 
nervous shimation experieneed after partak- 
ing of beer. Tothe presence ol this sait, veer 
owes its marked tendency to produce corpu- 
lency, a8 generally shown in beer drinkers, 
andits strengthening inflmvence during con- 
valescence und in cases of general debility. 
In addition to this the hop- 


| bitteris a yatuable tonic, vigorously assist- 


ing digestive action, while the modicum of al- 
cohol bas a stimulating and animating effect 
upon the brain. Taken altogether, #cer, asa 
beverage, can not be excelled, asit possesses a 
number of gualities which, jointly, have a 
most salutary eifect upon the human organ- 
ism. Tiis favorable verdict regarding Deer as 
a popular beverage is given by Dr. A. Baer, 
member of the Royal Sanitary Council, and 
physician in chief at the prison of Ploetzensee, 
near Berlin, in his valuable work on Alcohol- 
ism, recentiy published.

Mr. Rueter returned his grateful thanks and 
then announced that speeches would ve al- 
lowed in both English and German.

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History of Notable Failures in St. 
Louis Sinee 1873. 


The Hazard of Putting Your Money 
Into Other People’s Hands. 


How Far Shért Promises to Payin Full 
Have Come. 


A Record Far More Instructive than 
Pleasant. 


St. Louis has eertainly had her share 
of bank failures since the _ panic 
of 1873, but in the actual amount of money 
lost in such’disasters she is not behind other 
large cities of the country. The failure of 
banks here, as elsewhere in the United States 
during the last decade, has been owing, in a 
large degree, to the general skrinkfige of 
values. In some notable cases, however, 
other causes less legitimate have played a 
pert. 

There was no bank failure in St. Louis be- 
tween 1870 and 1873. Since 1870 the following 
banks have keen in existence; some of them 
remain, but nearly halfof them have passed 
away: Bank of Commerce, Biddle Market, 
Boatmen’s Savings, Bremen Savings, 
Butchers’ and Drovers’, Central Savings, 
Citizens’ Savings, Commercial Bank, Ex- 
change Bank, First National, Fourth 
National, Fourth Street Bank, Franklin 
Savings, Freedmen’s National Savings, Ger- 
man Bank, German Savings Institution, Has- 
kell Bank, Home Savings, International Bank, 
Lucas Bank, Manufacturers’ Savings, Mee 
chanics’ Bank, Merchants’ National, Metro- 
politan Savings, National Bank of Missouri, 
National Loan Bank, North St. Louis Savings, 
Provident Savings, Real Estate Savings, Sec- 
ond National, State Savings, St. Louis Nation- 
al, Third National, Traders’ Bank, Mercantile 

sank, Bank of North America, Union Say- 
ings, City Savings, Union National, United 
States Savings, Iron Mountain Bank, Clerks’ 
Savings, Valley National, Security, Lafayette 
Savings, Loker Bank, Guardian Savings, 
Bartholow, Lewis & Co., Broadway Savings, 
Continental Bank, Exchange Bank, Lafayette 
Bank, Farmers and Traders’, Hibernia, 
Mullanphy Savings, West St. Louis Savings, 
Capital Bank, German-American Bank. 

Of the many of these banks that have passed 
out of existence only a portion have been fail- 
ures, in the accepted sense of the word. The 
Capital Bank, the Empire Bank, the Security 
sank, the Lucas Bank, the Home Savings and 
others have ceased to do business, but in 
doing so they have gone into honorable liqui- 
dation and have paid all their debts in full. 

The first shock that fell upon St. LO": 
banks was the great panic of 1873. In Sep- 
tember of that year the ware struck this city, 
and every bank, by general agree- 
ment, closeg -tis doors. But while in 
New ¥Yerk and other larze cities 
some ¢f the heaviest banking houses sank into 
everlasting ruin, there was nota bank in St. 
Louis that did not open its doors and resume 
business after the first shock ofthe panic was 
over. The effect. however, remained; 
wounds had been inflicted from which there 
could never be a recovery. These, added to 
bed management, speculation and  actftal 
rascality, brought the disasters which must re- 
main a disgrace to the city for years and years 
to come. 

Standing first and probably most prominent 
in the series of great failures is 

THE PEOPLE’S SAVINGS BANK, 

which closed on the 50th of January, 1875. It 
was situated on the corner of Park and Ca- 
rondelet avenues, and was founded in 1857, 
with a capital stock of only $50,000. At the 
time of the suspension its paid-up capital was 
$69,500. The directors were Theo. Kalb, 
Bernard Lager, Ferd. Herold, J. M. Wolke, 
James Taussig and Edmund Wuerpel. ‘The 
cashier Was Edmund Wuerpel,who cametoSt. 
Louis in 1862, being first employed im the 
Quartermaster’s Department of the United 
States Army at Jefferson Barracks. He was 
the direct cause of the failure. On the morn- 
ing of January 31 the following notice appear- 
ed upon the doors of the bank: 

‘*The default and disappearance of the 
cashier of this bank compels it to close its 
doors. As soon as an examination of the bank 
is made we will inform our depositors and 
stockholders.’’ 

This was not a satisfactory assurance to de- 
positors, and the consequence was that a very 
angry crowd gathered about the bank and 
made some rather violent demonstrations. 
Wuerpel acted most disgracefully. He had 
been speculating with the funds in his charge, 
and to escape the just indignation of those 
who had put their confidence in him, fled the 
country, leaving his wife and childrenin a 
helpless condition. 

He went to Mexico and has never been ap- 
prehended and punished. The time deposits 
of the bank were $800,000, and the current 
deposits $1 49,000, making a total of $949,000. 
An assignment was madetoJohn H. Fisse, 
who paid a dividend of only seven and a half 
cents. The depositors were mostly poor people 
and the loss fell very heavily upon them. 
not only injuring individuals but doing great 
damage to the business and prosperity of the 
city. 

THE GUARDIAN SAVINGS BANK. 

On the 22d of February, 1876, a notice ap- 
peared in the papers to the effect that the 
Guardian Savings Bank would have to tem- 
porarily close its doors, owing to a suit that 
had been filed by one Jane Gorman. it had 
been suspected for some time that 
the affairs of the institution were not in a 
prosperous condition, though when first or- 
ganized in 1873 it was quite popular. Its 
charter was for ninety-nine years, so that it 
started out quite pretentiously. The first 
president was Mr. Bernard J. Reilly, whose 
unfortunate failure is supposed to have had a 
bad effect upon the bank. It opened its doors 
again after the suspension of Feb. 22, 1876, 
and for some time the officers tried to make 
some arrangement withthe Hibernia by which 
a fair and legitimate liquidation might be had. 
But this plan fell through, and _ the 
directors continued to hold meetings till 
March, 1878, though the bank had long since 
ceased to do business. The capital stock was 
$250,000, but only 10 per cent of this was paid 
up at the time of suspension. it is 
now claimed by the directors, or some 
of them, at least, that a satisfactory 
settlement has been made with all the depos- 
itors, but some of the depositors claim that no 
settlement at all has been made. It has been 
only a few days since a depositor named Gal- 
lagher filed a suit against the directors, claim- 
ing that he had been paid little more than 
nothing on a deposit of $4,000. 

THE CENTRAL SAVINGS BANK. 

This was one of the worst failures 
the city has had. On July 7,1876, a notice ap- 
peared on the doors of the bank stating that 
circumstances had compelled a temporary 
suspension. The directors were Henry J. 
Spaunhorst, Redmond Cleary ,John Byrne,Jr. 
Hugh Boyle, Hy. F. Berning, John C. Deg- 
enhart, John R. Slevin. Henry J. Spaun- 
horst was the [President and John H. 
Tracy, the cashier. The directors made an 
assignment to Joseph O’Neil, E. T. Parrish 
and Charies Gretn, but O’Neil declined to 
serve, and Perrish and Green undertook the 
work alone. But a petition in bankruptcy

The depositors, however, made 
it;so hot for him that he . was 
compelled to resign, and the court then ap- 
pointed Mr. M. H. Phelan, who is yet in the 
position. The deposits at the time of the fail- 
ure were $1,250,000, and the receiver has paid 
two dividends, one of 5 per cent and another 
of 10 per cent, making only 15 per cent in all. 
It is not expected that more than 5 per cent 
additional can ever be realized. The 
assets of. the bank were found 
to be almost entirely frittered away, 
a portion of the dividends having been secured 
by recourse on the stockholders, 
THE GERMAN BANK, 

situated on the corner of Fifth and Market, 
failed on the lithof July, 1877. The board of 
directors passed a resolution on the 10th to 
the effect that, as they were doinga losing 
business, it was better to close up. The bank 
bad an authorized capital of $1,000,000, but 
the paid-up capital was only $300,000. The 
direetors were: C. A. Stifel, A. Krieckhaus, 
P. Weiss, Dr. F. Hill, Jos. Lindenschmidt, 
J. F. Peters, L. Bauman, Aug. Donk, E. 
Keuhn, Charles Seitz, Chas. Lichter and 
Chas. Wesler. The bank had at one time 
done a fine business, the deposits having been 
as high as $1,600,000, but at the time of suds- 
pension, the deposits were only $210,000. An 
assignment was made to Mr. C. 
A. Stifel, one of the directors, who 
has paid two dividends—one on January 1, 
1878, and one on January 1, 1879; one of forty 
cents, the other of twenty cents, making sixty 
cents in all. | 
NATIONAL BANK OF THE STATE OF MISSOURI. 

It has been said that a national bank cannot 
fail, but this has been proved, by numerous 
instances, to be untrue. The National Bank 
of Missouri was first, and has 
been the only national bank 
tofailin St. Louis. The announcement of 
the suspension on June 20, 1877, came like a 
thunderbolt not only upon the city, but 
upon the State and the whole West. The 
bank was one of the oldest West of the Miss- 
issippi, having been founded upon the old 
State Bank, which had a capital of $3,400,000. 
Some of the wealthiest and most distinguished 
men of the city had been connected 
with it, and it was regarded 
by the people as absolutely sound. 
No bank had beenmore public-spirited than 
the National Bank of Missouri, but this very 
virtue was turned into a fault by being carried 
too far, and was probably the principal cause 
of the failure. The nominal capital was $2,- 
560,000, and the stockholders were distributed 
all over. the State. When it closed 
its liabilities were set down at $2,387,000 
exclusive of stock, and the nomunal assets 
amounted to $5,000,000. Most of the depos- 
itors were people of means and were better 
able to bear the misfortune than those who 
had lost money in the Central Savings and the 
People’s Bank, Mr. Waiter S. Johnson was 
appointed receiver by the Government and 
has paid three’ dividends amounting 
in the aggregate to fifty cents.

THE NORTH ST. LOUIS SAVINGS 
closed its doors on July 16, 1877, following 
closely the Butchers’ and Drovers’. The sus- 
pension was owing toa heavy run of deposi- 
tors, but the bank was destined to go under 
sooner or later, as it was not in a prosperous 
condition. It had been organized in 1860, 
with a capital of $50,000, ten per cent of 
which had been paid up. 
deposits amounted to $ 690,000, 
being hela mostly by Germans and men do- 
ing asmall business. The directors selected 
Mr. J. H. Dieckman as assignee, and he has 
since paid dividends to the amount of 32cents. 
He does not hope to pay more than 50 cents. 

THE FARMERS’ AND TRADERS,. 

This bank was situated at Twenty-second 
and Market. It closed in February, 1877. The 
direct cause of the failure is supposed to have 
been the defaleation of Cashier Rudolph H. 
Dreyer, who had been engaged in some dis- 
astrous speculations. The affairs of the bank 
have been settled and Dreyer is now in the 
city jail awaiting his trial. 

THE REAL ESTATE SAVINGS, 

This bank was situated on Olive between 
Sixth and Seventh. W. Rh. Pye was the pres- 
ident and D. H. Naylor the cashier, and the 
directors were Robert Wade, EK. A. Manny, 
D. H. Naylor, T. S. Smith, J. G. Russell, 
W.R. Pyeand W. F.Cozzens. It closed 
December 28, 1877, and on the 24th of January 
following 8. J. Fisher was appointed 
signee. 

The liabilities of the institution were $320, - 
000, and the assets were placed at $380,000, so 
that it was confidently expected that deposi- 
tors would be paid in full. Up to this time 
Mr. Fisher has paid two dividends, one of 20 
per cent, another of 10 per cent, making 30 per 
cent in all. He believes he will be able to pay 
100 cents on the dollar. 

THE LOK“R BANK. 

This was a private institution, and was or- 
vanized and doing business at 201 North Sec- 
ond street for twenty-eight years. It was 
owned by Geo. H. Loker & Bro., and had 
ranked high years previous in commercial cir- 
cles. An assignment was made to Mr. W. C. 
The 
liabilities amounted to $175,000, and the 
assets were placed at $220,000. 
It * was confidently asserted at 
the time of the failure that depositors would 
be paid in full, but Mr. Marshall bas paid a 
dividend of only 3 per cent and now declares 
he will not be able to pay more than 50 cents 
altogether. 

THE BROADWAY SAVINGS 

is last, but unfortunately not least of the great 
bank failures that huve occurred in St. Louis 
since 1873. The details of its suspension“reé 
fresh in the minds of the public, and it is not 
necessary to call atten to them, further 
than to say that the deposits are $700,000,and 
that the prospects are good for a smaller 
dividend than that obtained by the 
creditors of the People’s Bank. 
The cashier, J. Phil. Krieger, Jr., is now in 
jail.

' MOONSHINING. 

‘*Pleased to see you, sir,’’ was the polite 
greeting, and after a few commonplace re- 
marks the PostT-DIsrpaTCHn man asked if there 
was a great amount of illicit distilling being 
done at present throughout the country. 
‘*It is very quiet,’’ was the Commissioner’s 
reply; ‘‘there is not one-half as much illicit 
distilling in operation to-day as there was 
some years ago. The business can never be 
quite rooted out, for men will make whisky, 
law or no law, and in many regions they 
would rather defraud the Government out ofa 
few dollars’ tax than do an henest deed. They 
seem to delight in setting the law at defi- 
ance.’’ 

‘*Where is the greater part of the illicit dis- 
tilling done?’’ 

**The business is carried on principally in 
the two Virginias, two Carolinas, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Arkansas and this State, to a very 
slight extent, though, in both this State and 
Arkansas. I bave under my supervision at 
the present time one hundred and twenty-six 
collection offices,and my men watch everything 
very closely. It has almost become an impos- 
sibility for a man to work a still a fortnight 
without it':coming to my knowledge, and then 
itis but a matter of time that my men will 
secure him. Some parties violate the revenue 
law through ignorance, many of the old Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee moonshiners never hav- 
ing heard that there was a heavy penalty for 
so doing. but afew trips to.a neighborhood 
and seiggres apprise them of their grave er- 
ror.’? . 

THE GRANT BOOM. 

‘What do you think of the Grant movement, 
Mr. Raum/?’’ queried the reporter, changing 
the subject very suddenly. 

‘*Well, it is premature, to say the least,and 
when that is said there remains but little more 
to ke said. The movement is, or seems to me 
to be, losing ground, and by another year 
General Grant’s name may not be 
mentioned at all in connection 
with the Presidency. Several of the leading 
journals are endeavoring to keep his name be- 
fore the public, and one of them in particular, 
the New York Herald, has taken the trouble 
and expense to have one of its staff accom- 
pany him on bis trip around the world, but I 
cannot see that there is any special boom to 
his prospects for another term. And then 
again Gen. Grant might not accept the office, 
if tendered him. He isa strange man, you 
know. 

SHERMAN TITE MAN, 

‘¢To-day Secretary Sherman’s chances for 
being the next President are far better than 
those of Gen. Grant.’’ 

‘*Why are they better?’’ 

‘*For several reasons. One is thatSecretary 
Sherman’s financial system has endeared him 
tothe South. Another is that he has found 
favor among the people of the West, and it is 
almost conceded that the next President 
will be chosen out of the West, and again 
there are so many staunch Republicans who, 
though finding no fault with General Grant, 
would support Sherman instead, through 
their existing prejudices again a third term.”’ 

BLAINE. 

‘*Do you deem Secretary Sherman stronger 
than either Blaine or Conkling?’’’ 

“ol . Ge. Biaine would undoubtedly 
carry the Eastern States—the extreme 
Eastern ones and perhaps two or three of the 
Northern ones, and as many Western ones, 
but he is not looked up to as a 
party leader, as he was some time ago. 

CONKLING. 

**Roscoe Conkling would carry Pennsylvania 
and perhaps New York, but not the country. 
He 1s not a man of the people,and thatis what 
is required to-day. The radical Republi- 
cans, nextto Grant, would choose Blaine, 
and, failing to secure his nomination, would 
accept Conkling as a substitute, but, Grant 
declining, Sherman would receive the suffrages 
of the masses. Sherman is the coming man at 
present, though time works wondgys and one 
vear may be amply sufficient to bring outa 
dark horse as yet unspoken of.’’ 

HAYES AND A SECOND TERM. 

‘*What are President Hayes’ chances for a 
second term ?’’ 

‘‘TIayes would not accept. He has had 
enough of political life, and does not desire a 
second term. Then, again, he is too positive 
to please his party in every essential. Mr. 
Haves will not dream of aspiring to the White 
House for another four years. ’’ 

BABCOCK. 

‘*While discussing political matters, Com- 
missioner, will you express your opinion as 
to what Gen. Babcock’s fate would be if put 
on trial to-day, minus the backing of the Ad- 
ministration and Whisky Ring?’’ 

‘*No, I do not hold that it is right for me to 
speak of the matter. The Babcock case is over 
with three years and better, and is almost for- 
gotten. Hehas been acquitted and there is 
no use of reviving the matter and causing it to 
be raked over again and fanned into a brisk 
flame. If his. trial had been at the present 
time and under the present existing circum- 
stances the verdict might have been differ- 
ent.’’ 

RETURNING PROSPERITY. 

**Do you note any change for the better in the 
general improvement of the country and an- 
ticipate areturn to prosperity in the near 
future?’’ 

‘*] do most assuredly. There is a desire 
manifested by both parties to improve the 


rivers and harbors of the country, especially 
of the West and South, and to erect light-hous- 
es. There is not so much talk of Government 
railways and canals, which is _ cer- 
tainty sensible. The Southern Pa- 
citi agitation will soon cease to 
be a\bone of contention, as it is being rapidly 
peskee farward to completion by private en- 
terprise at the rate of two miles per day. A 
canal is deemed expedient from Roek Island 
to Lake Michigan, and will some day be built, 
but no® within a generation at least. The 
sucoess of the jetties has attracted m6 little at- 
ion to the Mississippi Valley, and the swift 
efficient ‘improvements that will 
> made in the Western rivers on that account 
will be most gratifying. 

**The Government is manifesting a desire to 
own its own offices, and will shortly begin 
erecting buildings for that purpose in many 
cities. 

‘*ThefCustom- house and Postoflice here will 
be pushed forward, and suitable buildings 
for the transaction of its business will be put 
up in cities of from ten to fifteen thousand 
inhabitants throughout the country. With a 
sound currency, at peace with the world and 
no internal entions, there can be no 
doubt of the speedy return of a pros 

erit , even greater than ever before en-

NEW YORK’S MINING FEVER. 


, Wonderful Discoveries of Ore in 


Utah. 


Conservative Capital Turning To- 
ward Mining Riches. 


Fifty Millions of Silver in Sight in a 
Single Mine. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, June 1.—One of the most ex- 
traordinary developments of New York life 
within the last year has been the mining fevef 
which is now raging here. Thenew Constitu- 
tion of California appeara to have even fn- 
creased its intensity,for it has made New York 
the great center of mining speculation. Peo- 
ple who bave never seen a mine in their lives 
invest hundreds of thousands on the strength 
of reports made by mining experts, and the 
large fortunes recently made by such ventures 
appear to have infected the most staid and 
humdrum people with the desire to amassa 
quick fortune by a vyenture in one 
of the favorite mining stocks. Last week the 
sales on the mining exchange aggregated 200, - 
128 shares, and the number of transactions in 
this uncertain form of security 1s steadily in- 
creasing. I say uncertain, for, of course, a 
mining share quoted to-day at $5 may be $300 
next week, or it may only be fifty cents. Still, 
in justice to mining stocks, it. must be said 
that every day they appear to acquire a greater 
element of permanency, solidity and security.

The limbs 
are firm and lithe,fiesh plentiful and firmly 
set, the chest full and expansive, the gait firm 
and quiet, but dignified, sometimes 
even majestic, and the whole 
contour a model of pbysical perfection, with 
the exception Ihave named, and the curious 
formation of the face, so well known that de- 
scription would be superfluous. When he can 
obtain clothing he does so with a vengeance. 
I have often wondered where all the cast-off 
clothing of the British and Continental armies 
was disposed of.

es be limited tothe estimates of the Comp- 
troller. A feduction of $9,000,000 in the as- 
gessed value Of real and personal property has 
been made, 
THE TOTAL TREASURY RECEIPTS 

during the last fiscal yexr closing on April 7. 
‘79, was $7,176,557 23, and the current reve- 
nue for the year from regular sources was $1,- 
634, we 74. 

The estimates for the current fiscal year 
plainly ‘indicate that there will be no excess of 
receipts above expenditures, but that, even 
with a very limited allowance for public works, 
they will about Dalance each other.

Had a keen eve with heavy 
eyebrows. Had changed his clothes early this 
a.in. He thenhadaegray flannel shirt and 
large plaid vest; had a coat on hisarm. Later 
he changed his shirt to a white linen, freshly 
washed and ironed. There were 
three young men with him that helped 
him change his clothes, and keep 
watch that we could not hear anything thev 
said. But told himto watch and put up his 
white shirt. He is now between Freeburg and 
New Athens. Two'st. Louis detectives and the 
Sheriff of St. Clair County have started out af- 
ter him.
